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When The Money's Not There 

^ Balancing Full-Time Studies and Part-Time Work

With tuition fees rising along 
with textbook prices, public 
transportation costs, and as the basic 
cost of living increases, many 
students are feeling the need to take 
on part-time or even full-time jobs. 

Should these students be 
taking on an extra workload outside 
of school? Valita Manners, a 
Community Liason Worker with 
YMCA Employment and Career 
Services, feels that this may depend 
on each individual student's 
workload, and if they are able to 
juggle the extra responsibility. 
"[When] I was a 

student at Laurentian University, I 
found that I was able to work part- 
time during the first couple of years, 
but as the workload tends to get 



heavier during the third and fourth 
years, working may add unnecessary 
stress to the student's already chaotic 
schedule." 

Manners also said that with 
unemployment rates as high as they 
are, it is sometimes difficult for 
students to find a "good" employer, 
when any job offer is "already an 
accomplishment in itself." 

Manners went on to say that 
if the opportunity does come up to 
be able to choose an employer, the 
key is researching that employer prior 
to any interviews. She feels that 
students should bring along a list of 
questions based on that research to 
their interview. "An interview should 
always be a two-way conversation." 

Discussing an employer's 
flexibility around possible school 
schedules is an easy way to find out 
if a specific employer is a good 
choice for a student, according to 
Manners. She also says that once 



employed, students should find out 
the dates and times of upcoming 
events, assignments and exams, in 
order to schedule time off 
accordingly and in a timely manner 
in order to prevent schedule conflicts. 
"The last thing that you want to do is 
leave an employer stranded," said 
Manners. "This demonstrates 
extremely poor work ethics and a 
lack of responsibility." 

Despite the obvious difficulty 
in collaborating both school and 
work, Manners feels that if a student 
can manage to work the two together, 
"working is definitely beneficial to 
the student." She said that by 
working part-time while in school, 
"the student gains invaluable skills, 
work experience and maintains 
current references." She also says 
that the extra income may help to 
alleviate some of the financial stress 
that students endure. 

In order for students to be 
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successful in the school/employment 
life, "it is extremely important that 
students set priorities and be very 
organized." Manners continued to 
say that it also takes "maturity and a 
good sense of responsibility." 

Manners emphasized that 
school should always be the students' 
number one priority. "If your 
personal life is a high priority to you, 
then it may be best that you do not 
seek employment," she said. 
Manners also suggests that students 
who will be or are currently working 
should take advantage of a personal 
agenda. 'This is a fantastic tool for 
organizing yourself" 

Once work is causing undue 
stress or takes precedence over 
school, it is probably time to re- 
evaluate your priorities, according to 
Manners. "Dropping grades, missing 
classes, problems sleeping, weight 
changes, extreme fatigue, anxiety and 
moodiness could all be signs that you 
are taking on too much." 

Manners also said that for 
students who are also full-time 
parents and employed in the 
workforce, taking personal time for 
themselves is very important as is 
being extremely organized. "Single 
parents have an extremely difficult 
task. They are literally working three 
full-time jobs: caring for children, 
studying and working." She also 
suggests discussing your situation 
with your employer and definitely 
have some personal time in which 
you rest or do something that that you 
enjoy. 

First year Anthropology 
student, Amanda Martel, works two 
part-time jobs while attending 
Laurentian University full-time. "I 
work so much because I live on my 




own and I don't receive enough 
financial aid to pay all of my monthly 
expenses," said Martel. "It would be 
a perfect world if everyone's 
parents could pay for their schooling, 
but they can't." 

Martel feels that she handles 
both of her part-time jobs and her 
school life fairly well. "It gets to be 
a little overwhelming at times when 
there isn't any time to just relax." 

If she had received a little 
more assistance, Martel knows that 
she would not have needed to take 
on two jobs in order just to survive. 
She is sure that if she didn't need to 
work that "my grades would 
definitely improve. I am doing well 
now, but when you have to shuffle • 
jobs and homework, you are 
going to fall short in some areas," she 
said. 

Martel also backed up 
Manners' advice of organization. "It 
is much easier if you are as organized 
as possible." She also spoke of how 
she handles the combined stress by 
talking things over with friends. 
"Friends can be very helpful when 
reassuring that everything will be 
fine." 

If students feel that they are 
ready to commit to juggling work ■ 
with school, Valita Manners offers 
advice to those who are in need of 
help in pursuing employment. "For 
help, students should visit the 
Placement Centre at Laurentian 
University, YMCA Employment and 
Career Services, as well as the 
Sudbury Vocational Centre, which 
can assist job seekers over the age of 
24."

The Laurentian nordic ski 
team got their race season started 
January 11-12 when they travelled to 
Ottawa to compete in their first OUA 
qualifier hosted by Nakkertok Ski 
Club in conjunction with Carleton 
University. Although missing two 
skiers who were competing at the 
World University Games in Treviso 
Italy, twelve racers along with 
coaches Bob Hanson and Mary 
Waddell represented Laurentian to 
some award-winning finishes. 

Saturday's classic race saw 
the women skiing 10km and the men 
15 km. The wax was right as the 
athletes battled both the cold and long 
hills to lead the Laurentian squad to 
some top-ten finishes including 
Helen Dyke's "come-from-behind" 
fourth place and Emily Morel's 
seventh. These finishes combined 
with those of Melanie Wipperecht 
and Susie Wiseman put the team in 



third place. The men, although 
lacking a complete team, raced well 
as veterans were solid and rookies 
gained important race experience. 

The momentum of Saturday's 
race was certainly carried into 
Sunday's 10km skate races as the 
Laurentian racers only improved 
upon their results. Paul Lammens 
flew by the competition to a 
fourteenth place and Emily Morel 
was at the top of game as she sped to 
a time good enough for first. Not far 
behind her, Helen Dyke placed an 
impressive fifth and the other athletes 
rounded up the team score for a 
fourth.

Their training efforts 
will accumulate to peak for their 
OUA races held February 8-9 in 
North Bay where, in the past, they 
have always been top contenders. 
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Hearing Sot fdr H.S. Pilots Who 
Bombod Canadians

An investigating officer will 
begin considering on Tuesday 
whether two U.S. pilots charged with 
manslaughter for mistakenly 
bombing Canadian soldiers in 
Afghanistan should be court 
martialed or cleared of wrongdoing 
in a case that strained U.S. -Canada 
relations. 

The so-called Article 32 
hearing is aimed at deciding if the Air 
Force should proceed with charges 
against Air National Guard pilots 
Majs. Harry Schmidt and William 
Umbach for dropping a 500-pound 
bomb on a Canadian military unit 
near the Afghan city of Kandahar last 
April. 

Four Canadians died and 
eight others were injured in the attack 
that touched off an outcry in Canada 
and was one of a series of 
embarrassing "friendly fire" 
incidents by the U.S. military in the 
Afghan war. They were the first 
Canadians to die in combat since the 
Korean War. 

Angry Canadians called for 
the pilots to be brought to justice, but 
many inside the U.S. military and out 
argued Schmidt and Umbach should 
not be prosecuted because accidents 
are inevitable in war. 

They said the two men were 
patriots serving their country, not 
criminals, and had been accused of a 
crime only to mollify the Canadians. 

Air Force officials have not 
discussed why charges were filed in 
this case when other "friendly fire" 
incidents have gone unprosecuted. 

On July 1, for example, 
U.S. helicopters killed 40 people and 
wounded 100 others when they 
mistakenly attacked an Afghan 
wedding celebration, but no legal 
action was taken. 

Lawyers for Schmidt and 
Umbach have raised that issue and 
also argued that the men's judgement 
may have been impaired because 
they had taken amphetamines at the 



Air Force's suggestion 
to ward off fatigue on 
their long mission. 

The Air Force 
has defended the use of 
"go pills" by its pilots, 
saying it has been done 
safely for decades. The 
decision to take the 
drugs is up to the pilots, 
the Air Force said. 

Schmidt, 37, 
and Umbach, 43, are 
former full-time 

military pilots who now 
serve in the Illinois Air 
National Guard, where 
they were called to 
active duty to help the 
United States in its war 
against al Qaeda and the 
Taliban. 

They face 
manslaughter, assault 
and dereliction of duty 
charges that could bring 
up to 64 years in a military prison. 

According to a lengthy joint 
report by U.S. and Canadian 
investigators released in June, the 
two men took off in separate F-16 
fighter jets from Kuwait's Al Jaber 
Air Base on the evening of April 16 
and flew to Afghanistan on a mission 
to provide air support to ground 
troops. 

After an uneventful tour, 
they turned for home about 1 a.m., 
popped their "go pills" and less than 
an hour later spotted what they 
believed to be ground fire coming in 
their direction. 

Schmidt radioed a nearby 
U.S. AWACS (airborne warning and 
control system) radar plane seeking 
permission to fire at the shooters, but 
was told to stand by. 

"Let's make sure that, uh, 
it's not friendly," Umbach told him. 

Schmidt saw more firing, 
radioed that he was "rolling in, in 
self-defense" and unleashed a laser- 
guided bomb that scored a direct hit 
on its target.

What the two men did not 
know until it was too late was that 
they had fired on a training mission 
by soldiers of the Third Battalion of 
the Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry. 

In the Article 32 hearing, 
prosecutors and defense attorneys 
will lay out their cases before Col. 
Patrick Rosenow in a proceeding that 
Barksdale Air Force Base 
spokeswoman Capt. Denise Kerr said 
is expected to take up to three weeks. 

The hearing is being held at 
Barksdale because it is the base for 
the 8th Air Force in which the two 
pilots serve. 

Rosenow will take the case 
under consideration and at a later date 
recommend to 8th Air Force 
commander Gen. Bruce Carlson 
whether Umbrich and Schmidt 
should be court martialed. 

Carlson will make the final 
decision to dismiss the charges or 
proceed with court martial. 



Northerners to Gather in Sault Ste. Marie to Plan 
IVIedical School Curriculum

to Saturday, January 18, 300 
Northern Ontario residents will 
gather in Sault Ste. Marie to take part 
in the Northern Ontario Medical 
School's (NOMS) Curriculum 
Workshop to begin work on an 
enterprise unique in the annals of 
Canadian medicine. This event will 
take place in Sault Ste. Marie's 
Waterfront Inn - Holiday Inn. The 
media is invited to attend. 

"What happens in these 
three days will shape the future of the 
Northern Ontario Medical School," 
says Dr. Roger Strasser, Founding 
Dean of Canada's first new medical 
school in more than 30 years. "Based 
on the overwhelming response to our 
workshop call, I'm convinced that 
Northerners themselves will make 
this School a huge success." 

The 300 delegates to the 
NOMS Curriculum Workshop are 



drawn from all across the North and 
from all walks of life. They were 
selected from more than 500 
Northerners who expressed interest 
in attending. Delegates include 
people from the medical, university, 
Franco-Ontarian, Aboriginal, and 
political communities. 

These participants will be 
joined by a battery of keynote 
speakers, experts in community- 
based medical education, from 
medical schools in Canada, the 
United States and Australia. 

Our aim at NOMS is to 
blend the best practices from existing 
medical schools from around the 
world with a made-in-Northern- 
Ontario component. 

"It's our hope and belief that 
medical students trained in the North, 
with input and assistance from 
Northerners, will represent a giant 
step toward resolving the chronic 
shortage of doctors in rural and 



under-serviced areas," Dr. Strasser 
maintains. 

No one expects a full-blown 
medical school curriculum to emerge 
from the three-day session, he 
emphasizes, "but we do expect to 
have ongoing working groups 
formed that will provide materials to 
be crafted into actual curriculum by 
our expert curriculum development 
team." 

The Sault gathering is the 
first major step in creating a new face 
for medicine in this country. It will 
dramatically alter health care 
delivery, not only in Northern 
Canada, but throughout the world. 

A new medical school for 
the whole of Northern Ontario, the 
Northern Ontario Medical School is 
a joint venture partnership of 
Laurentian University, Sudbury and 
Lakehead University, Thunder Bay, 
with the main campuses in Thunder 
Bay and Sudbury.

These people are choosing 
to question the real reasons for this 
rallying of the troops and tightening 
of the borders. Across the country, 
new coalitions are forming that unite 
an anti-war and anti-racist 
perspective. It is important that this 
movement grows, and at the same 
time, it is also important to realize 
why this movement must address the 
issues of race and war 
simultaneously. 

Central to the anti-war/ anti- 
racist movement is the ideas being 
expressed through the 'coalition 
states' and their War on Terrorism. 
Some of the questions that need to 
be asked are; who are terrorists? And 
more importantly, who decides who 
these terrorists are? 

This war has made it quite 
clear who we should believe the 
terrorists are. This war is being 
organized agamst the people of the 
Middle-East, against the Arabs, the 
Hindus, Sikhs, and so on. Racism 
and racist stereotyping are fueling 
this anihiosity. We are being sold the 
ideas that our pure, innocent country 
is under attack because of our 
freedom and democracy. The irony 



of this situation is that we are now 
being inundated with new levels of 
social control and being asked to 
revoke a number of our civil liberties 
through legislation passed since 
September ll"". Further, new 
security and border controls are being 
designed to focus on refugees and 
immigrants of colour. This is done 
because they want us to believe that 
outsiders produce the evil, that the 
terrorists are lurking amongst these 
immigrants and refugees, just waiting 
to set loose a path of destruction on 
our soil. At the same time we are 
being asked to fuel the racism that 
plagues our society by spying on 
those people who look different, and 
report any suspicious activities to the 
authorities. The police system and 
the criminal justice system are 
already corrupted with institutional 
racism in this country, and now they 
are asking us to assist them in their 
racial profiling and targeting of 
visible minorities. 

This type of attitude is also 
fueled by the propaganda of war, 
designed to fill us with feelings of 
fear and hatred of people that are 
different. All this is done with the 
intentions of dehumanizing the 
enemy, or making us feel that our 
way of life can only be protected by 
the destruction of theirs. We are 
being asked to believe that our lives 
are of a higher value than the lives of 
people in different parts of the world. 

This is the stream of 
consciousness that allowed us as a ■ 
nation to accept the murder of 
innocent people in Afghanistan, the 



murders that were aided by the > 
Canadian Forces and funded by our | 
tax dollars. The death of the innocent ' 
in Afghanistan is viewed as collateral 
damage in easing the minds of » 
western society. This mentality is 
again being asked of us as the war 
mobilization now focuses on Iraq. 

As long as we allow 
ourselves to subscribe to the notion 
that the 'forces of evil' are plotting 
against us, and that the lives of , 
innocent people in other countries are i 
not as valuable as ours, this senseless j 
violence will continue. As long as : 
we accept the fear-inspiring stories 
of the Arab terrorists without 
realizing the hysteria this myth is 
created in we will continue to justify 
our country's actions. As long as we 
accept that people of different race 
and culture threaten our way of life, 
we will continue to participate in 
these atrocities. 

This is why it is important 
that we realize the necessity of 
making the connection between war 
and racism. We must oppose any 
Canadian involvement in the 
impending war against Iraq. This war 
is being constructed as a measure of 
defense against terrorism. In reality, 
though, this war has more to do with 
feeding the imperialist and racist 
notions that exist in our society. The 
lives of the people in the Middle East 
are not made better through mass 
bombing campaigns and destruction 
of the infrastructure of their country. 
So, once again, the question must be 
asked: who are the terrorists?

I decided to write this in 
response to several articles published 
in the past few weeks in an attempt 
to accurately portray the state of 
activism on campus. To start things 
off a short history of activism here is 
in order. 

By this time last year there 
had been several successful actions 
including a sleep-in outside the great 
hall which got comprehensive 
coverage on CBC radio, flushing out 
a debate on poverty. High tuition fees 
and the provincial government's 
unwillingness to build social housing 
and continuation of their funding of 
the shelter system despite studies that 
show that social housing is cheaper 
to maintain and is more beneficial to 
its occupants than the disgrace of the 
shelter system, particularly in 
Toronto. Earlier that year, there was 
a trip to Toronto to take part in the 
shut down of the economic centre of 
Toronto called for by the Ontario 
common front and the Ontario 
coalition against poverty. The Bay 
St. area was the chosen target because 
the Harris government (and now the 
Eves government) has a history of 
catering to the business power elite 
through tax cuts rather than creating 
a better living environment for the so 
called second and third class of this 
province. The third example of an 
effective action by Laurentian 
students is the greeting party that met 
Mike Harris when he c'ame to 
campus. Finding out at the last 
minute, a small but determined group 
of students went to meet Mike to 
bring concerns of students all across 
the province, including asking him 
if he felt in any way responsible for 
the death of Kimberly Rodgers 
considering the crime she was under 
arrest for was not illegal until Harris 
came to power. We were met by 
heavily armed riot cops and were 
unsuccessful in talking directly to 
him. 

In direct contrast to last year, 
there is a void on campus where 
activism used to be. There have been 
numerous events both in Toronto and 
in Sudbury but other than a very 
small group of activists there is no 
emphasis on political activism that 
take on issues covered in class, thus 
destroying the bridge between 
academia and the practical 
applications in the real world. 

Instead of a community 
environment where ideas can be 
shared and debated, the environment 
on campus is a toxic one to both left- 
leaning thinkers and the activists that 
take part. The response to a growing 
anti-racist/anti-war movement has 
been both structured and negative. 
Treating people who care about the 
lives of others enough to take action 
like criminals is pathetic. Reaction 
to disciplined and effective protest by 
both the school security force and this 
paper has done nothing but 
marginalize legitimate dissent on 
campus. At the armed forces 
demonstration there was a reporter 
present but instead of an article being 
written the paper waited until 
someone wrote in with a right wing 
point of view to acknowledge that the 



event even happened. 

In an attempt to take the 
debate above the he said she said crap 
this is the reason some people were 
there, I was there to resist: economic 
sanctions on Iraq, imperialism and 
the wars that sustain it, the illegal 
detentions both in Cuba and in the 
United states, the suppression of civil 
rights to dissent, increased 
deportations, and money spend on 
war and death rather than curing 
disease and helping those in abject 
poverty. If our Canadian state 
supports all of the above stated forms 
of oppression and supports the US in 
there orwellian named "operation 
enduring freedom" through our 
military there will be more protests. 

On campuses at Guelph, 
Waterloo, Ryerson, and York there is 
a space for political activism (I am 
sure there are more but these are the 
only ones I have either been to or 
interacted with activists there) just 
look at the Campus. ca magazine and 
you can see what is happening at 
Concordia in MonU'eal. At schools all 
over Canada there are vibrant activist 
communities flourishing it is too bad 
that Laurentian is so set on staying 
out of this beneficial trend by 
utilizing structures within itself like 
its security force, this paper, and an 
inactive student association to do so.

The Who's Pete Townshend Is Arrested in Porn Case

Pete Townshend, the 
legendary rock guitarist and co- 
founder of The Who, was arrested 
Monday on suspicion of possessing 
indecent images of children, police 
said. 

Townshend has 

acknowledged using an Internet Web 
site advertising child pornography, 
but said he was not a pedophile and 
was only doing research for an 
autobiography dealing with his own 
suspected childhood sexual abuse. 

Police said they arrested 
Townshend, 57, under the Protection 
of Children Act after executing two 
searches at a business and a home in 
Richmond, Surrey, the town outside 
London where he lives. They said 
they took computers from the home 
and were examining them. 

Townshend was not 
charged with a crime. Under British 
law, suspects are not charged 
immediately upon arrest and some 
people who are arrested are 
eventually released without charge. 
Townshend was being held at a 
southwest London police station. 

In a statement on Saturday, 
Townshend said that on one occasion 
he used a credit card to download 
pornographic images as part of his 
research and that he reported what he 
saw to police. 

Townshend, who helped 
form The Who in the early 1960s, 
said he believed he was "sexually 
abused between the age of five and 
six and a half" 

"I cannot remember clearly 
what happened, but my creative work 
tends to throw up nasty shadows — 
particularly in 'Tommy.' Some of the 
things I have seen on the Internet 
have informed my book, which I 
hope will be published later this 
year," he added. 

The title character in 
Townshend's rock opera "Tommy" 
— a deaf, dumb and blind pinball 
wizard — is sexually abused by an 
uncle. 



Earlier Monday, a group of 
police officers arrived at 
Townshend's Richmond home, one 
carrying a plastic crate containing 
packaging to store potential 
evidence. 

His lawyer John Cohen told 
reporters the meeting with police was 
by "mutual agreement." 

"We approached the police 
this morning and said that we should 
meet," he said. 

Townshend, unshaven and 
wearing a black jacket, left his house 
by a side entrance at 7:20 p.m., about 
four hours after police arrived, and 
was driven away. 

Scotland Yard later 
announced that a 57-year-old man 
was in custody on suspicion of 
making and possessing indecent 
images of children and of incitement 
to distribute them. A police 
spokesman, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, confirmed that the 
suspect was Townshend. 

The arrest came as part of 
Operation Ore, a crackdown on 
people who view child pornography 
on the Internet. 

British police have arrested 
1,300 suspects as part of the sweep, 
including a judge, magistrates, 
dentists, doctors and a deputy school 
headmaster. Fifty police officers also 
have been arrested, and eight have 
been charged with offenses. 

Operation Ore is the British 
arm of an FBI-led operation which 
traced 250,000 suspected pedophiles 
around the world through credit card 
details they used to pay for 
downloading child pornography. The 
names of British suspects were 
passed on to police here by U.S. 
investigators. 

Townshend's friend, the 
model Jerry Hall, said Sunday he was 
an "avid supporter" of child welfare 
groups and had spoken at length 
about the dangers of child 
pornography on the Internet. 

Daltrey, Townshend's 
bandmate from The Who, said: "My

gut instinct is that he is not a 
pedophile and I know him better than 
most." 

But Internet watchdogs 
have dismissed Townshend's 
explanation for entering an Internet 
site dealing with child pornography. 

Mark Stephens, a lawyer 
and vice chairman of the Internet 
Watch Foundation said: "It is wrong- 
headed, misguided and illegal to look 
at or download or even to pay to 
download pedophiliac material and 
if you do so, you are likely to go to 
prison." 

Townshend was one of The 
Who's four founding members, along 
with bassist John Entwistle, singer 
Daltrey and drummer Keith Moon. 
Moon died in 1978 and Entwistle 
died last year. 

The group, founded in 
London in the early 1960s, was part 
of the British rock invasion along 
with the Rolling Stones and the 
Beatles. Their parade of hits included 
"I Can See For Miles," "Pinball 
Wizard," and "Won't Get Fooled 
Again." 

The Who has been known 
for explosive shows that often 
culminated in the smashing of their 
musical instruments on stage.

After a decade in the making, 
the WWE put together what they 
promised to be a show of memories 
to reward the fans for their loyal 
support. The RAW 10"" Anniversary 
has had fans talking since the Retro 
RAW moments have been airing this 
past December.

If Bret never 
agreed to become a heel and never 
put Austin over, who knows what we 
would be watching right now. But 
let's face it: Austin's character is what 
appealed to the blue-collared workers 
all over North America.

It was 
his t-shirts that broke all of Hogan's 
records. It was Austin that was the 
figure of WWF Attitude.

It 
was nice to see that the WWE can 
overlook the personal problems of 
Steve Williams and that they can 
acknowledge what he has done for 
them but I for one absolutely loved 
how Vince McMahon addressed 
Stone Cold's absence. In one simple 
statement, McMahon announced that 
"he wasn't invited." It was a rather 
bold statement but it had to be made 
in order to kill all of the return 
rumors. 

As far as the Greatest Match 
Award goes I would have to admit 
that it should go to TLC 2002 but 
only because of the other matches 
that it was up against. I really didn't 
like the choices that were made for 
the category.

Tribute Show was mentioned during 
the broadcast.

It was a very damn 
hard RAW to watch back then and 
just to see some of the clips made 
everything rush back. It makes me 
think that what these people do to 
entertain us is more than just that. 
They are in fact putting their lives on 
the line every time they step into the 
ring and at any given second that can 
be taken away. It's a harsh reality 
but it's the truth and sometimes the 
truth hurts. Every once in a while it 
is good to keep things like this in 
mind. Owen paid the biggest price 
of them all doing what he loved and 
to keep us smiling. 

What really got under my skin 
is how the fans voted the Austin Beer 
Truck incident the greatest RAW 
moment of the past 10 years. That 
moment had no impact on the lives 
of the wrestlers and certainly no 
impact on any of the fans around the 
world. The fans that voted for that 
moment surely live in a dream world 
and are afraid to face the cold reality 
that a man died and no matter what 
anyone says or does it will never be 
forgotten. I honestly think that the 
WWE didn't want to end the show 
on a low point.

Leading Pianet Hunter Being 

Auctioned on eBay

Bidding on eBay began yesterday for a night of observing at 
Hawaii's Keck Observatory with famed planet hunter Geoff Marcy. The 
opening bid: $12,500. 

The ultimate top bidder will have all expenses paid for two, in- 
cluding travel from a major U.S. city and four nights accommodations 
in Hawaii. The guests will spend one night in the Keck control room 
with Marcy, who co-leads the world's most prolific planet hunting team 
responsible for discovering dozens of worlds around other stars. Marcy 
will also join the winners for dinner. 

The auction is a fundraising and promotional effort arranged by 
the Astronomical Society of the Pacific (ASP). Bidding runs through 9 
a.m. PST on Jan. 23. 

"Unless you are a real research astronomer, you just never have 
the opportunity to actually spend time in a major observatory's control 
room, let alone with one of the world's best-known astronomers during 
a night of real research," said Michael Bennett, the ASP's executive di- 
rector. 

Bennett told SPACE.com he's banking on the desire of amateur 
astronomers - some of whom are prone to traveling widely to observe 
eclipses and meteor showers — to make the auction a success. 

Bidding might ramp up in the final moments of the auction, 
Bennett figures, but he won't guess how high it might go. 

"When we came up with this idea we had no idea if anyone would 
really bid on a night at Keck with a well-known astronomer," Bennett 
said. "When people started suggesting this was the amateur astrono- 
mer's version of a ride on the space station, we began to get hopeful. But 
I still have simply no idea how high the bidding might go." 

The present bid (the minimum allowed) would result in a modest 
success, assuming the bid is legitimate. Proceeds will support the ASP's 
nationwide astronomy education efforts, which include a free newslet- 
ter for teachers. The society will also donate 5 percent of the top bid to 
the amateur astronomy club of the winner's choice. 

"The auction is a great way to contribute to the ASP's programs 
that build science literacy, inspire kids and nurture the next generation 
of scientists and astronomers," Marcy said. 
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Study Shows Shark 
Species Jiro ihieatened

North Atlantic 
shark populations have 
declined by more than 50 
percent in the past 15 
years, with some species 
approaching the point of 
no return due to relentless 
fishing pressure and scant 
international efforts to 
protect the toothy ocean 
predator, researchers say. 

A study in Fri- 
day's issue of the journal 
Science found that 
longline fishermen har- 
vesting tuna and sword- 
fish from the Atlantic and 
adjacent waters are kill- 
ing huge numbers of 
hammerhead, great 
white, tiger and thresher 
sharks. This is consistent 
with other studies sug- 
gesting a decline in shark 
numbers in all of the 
world's oceans. 

A team of re- 
searchers at Dalhousie """" 
University analyzed the logbooks of 
longline fishing fleets from 1986 to 
2000 and found a sharp drop in the 
number of sharks killed while har- 
vesting tuna and swordfish. 

"We estimate that all recorded 
shark species, with the exception of 
makos, have declined by more than 
50 percent in the past eight to 15 
years," the researchers found. 

"This is a worldwide phenom- 
enon," said Ransom A. Myers, a pro- 
fessor of biology at Dalhousie and a 
co-author of the study. "There are 
only a few areas in the world where 
we have good data, but wherever we 
do, they show the same thing — the 
shark is in serious decline." 

The study found that hammer- 
head sharks declined by 89 percent 
in the Atlantic, while tiger sharks 
were reduced by 65 percent, blue 
sharks by 60 percent and threshers 
by about 80 percent. The trend for 
great white sharks, the famed preda- 
tor in the movie "Jaws," is a decline 
by about 79 percent. The study found 
that in at least two fishing areas, no 
great white has been recorded since 
the early 1990s.

Myers said the shark is par- 
ticularly threatened by intense fish- 
ing pressure because the animal can- 
not quickly replace its lost numbers. 

"They are like humans," he 
said. "They take a long time to ma- 
ture and have relatively few babies. 
The bigger sharks have only about 
four pups a year. That makes them 
more vulnerable than other fish spe- 
cies." 

Although sharks in some parts 
of the world are targets of fishermen, 
in the North Atlantic they fall victim 
to fleets seeking other types of catch. 

"The hammerheads concen- 
trate in exactly the same places where 
the fleets fish for tuna and swordfish 
so they are hit because they are at the 
wrong place at the wrong time," said 
Myers. The sharks routinely feed on 
the herring and squid commonly used 
for bait by the longliner fishermen, 
he said, so catching sharks is just a 
routine part of fishing for the other 
species. 

Myers said sharks could be 
protected by changing the commer- 
cial fishing patterns. For instance,

some of the sharks migrate along set 
paths at specific times of the year. 
Prohibiting fishing during those pe- 
riods in the migration areas could 
reduce the by-catch of sharks, he 
said. 

Also, establishing refuges 
where all fishing was forbidden 
would give sharks, along with other 
fish, a safe haven where they could 
feed and reproduce safely. This even- 
tually would mean bigger catches for 
the fishing fleets, said Myers, and 
protection for the sharks. 

"The shark is declining now, 
there is no reason to believe they 
would not recover if we fished in a 
responsible manner," he said. 

The United States now for- 
bids harvesting of shark fins for shark 
fin soup, a favorite in Asia, but 
longline fleets from Spain and Japan 
continue to harvest, said Myers. In a 
recent meeting of the Convention of 
International Trade in Endangered 
Species of the United Nations (news 
- web sites), Japan, a major shark- 
consuming nation with a vast fish- 
ing fleet, led a successful effort to 
defeat proposals that called for pro- 
tection of two shark species. 

David O. Conover, a profes- 
sor at the Marine Sciences Research 
Center at the State University of New 
York, Stony Brook, and an expert on 
fisheries, said the Dalhousie study 
shows "a particularly clear and com- 
pelling example where a group of 
species that are by-catch in commer- 
cial fishing are suffering a decline 
that has gone unrecorded." 

Conover said the shark is at 
the top of the food chain in the ocean 
and if that species were to be wiped 
out by overfishing it could disrupt the 
entire ecosystem of the oceans. 

"We know from many exam- 
ples that once you start eliminating 
the predators at the top it has a ripple 
effect throughout the food web," said 
Conover "It is difficult to predict 
what would happen, but we know 
there are major effects in altering the 
food web." 
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New Moons of Neptuno are 
First Discovereil Since 1989

Astronomers announced On 
January 13, 2003 the discovery of 
three previously unseen moons orbit- 
ing Neptune, bringing the total of sat- 
ellites around that planet to 1 1 . 

The moons are the first found 
at Neptune since the Voyager II mis- 
sion in 1989 and the first detected 
from the ground since 1949. Each is 
roughly 18-24 miles (30-40 
kilometers) in diameter. The research 
was led by Matthew Holman of the 
Harvard-Smithsonian Center for 
Astrophysics and J J Kavelaars of the 
National Research Council of 
Canada. 

Neptune is the eighth most 
distant planet in our solar system, 
though every couple of centuries it 
switches places with No. 9, Pluto. A 
giant icy world, Neptune is in fourth 
place in the satellite department. Ear- 
lier this month. University of Hawaii 
astronomers found a small satellite 
around Jupiter, bringing the total 
there to 40. Saturn has 30 known 
moons, and Uranus has 2 1 . 

The moon temporarily desig- 
nated S/2002 Nl is shown here in 
images from the Cerro Tololo Inter- 
American Observatory's 4-meter 
Blanco telescope. A permanent name 
for the moon must be approved by 
the International Astronomical Un- 
ion.

Sunlight reflecting from the 
newfound Neptunian moons is so 
minimal that they are about 100 mil- 
lion times fainter than what can be 
seen with the naked eye under dark 
skies from Earth. 

The discoveries were made by 
adding together multiple images 
taken from the 4.0-meter Blanco tel- 
escope at the Cerro Tololo Inter- 
American Observatory in Chile, and 
the 3.6-meter Canada-France-Hawaii 
Telescope in Hawaii. All three newly 
spotted satellites are irregular, mean- 
ing they either orbit in the opposite 
direction of the planet's rotation or 
carve a path that is highly inclined to 
the planet's plane of rotation. 

Neptune has two other irregu- 
lar satellites and six regular moons. 
Triton, the largest moon of Neptune, 
orbits in the opposite direction and 
is thought to be a captured object. In 
fact, all of the irregular satellites have 
somewhat traceable histories. The 
smaller ones are most likely the re- 



sult of a collision long ago between 
an existing moon and a passing comet 
or asteroid, astronomers say. 

"These collisional encounters 
result in the ejection of parts of the 
original parent moon and the produc- 
tion of families of satellites. Those 
families are exactly what we're find- 
ing," said Kavelaars. 

The discoveries open a win- 
dow through which astronomers ob- 
serve the conditions in the solar sys- 
tem at the time the planets were form- 
ing, Holman said. Other members 
of the team: graduate student Tommy 
Grav, University of Oslo & Harvard- 
Smithsonian Center for Astrophysics; 
undergraduate students Wesley 
Eraser and Dan Milisavljevic, 
McMaster University, Hamilton, 
Ontario, Canada. 

Satellite discoveries around 
the outer planets are coming at the 
rate of several per year, thanks to 
improved telescopes and optics and 
new computer techniques. Many re- 
quire additional observations to be 
confirmed. 

In a separate announcement 
last week, another research team said 
it had found evidence for the first so- 
called Trojan satellite of Neptune. 
Not a true moon, this is an asteroid 
trapped in an odd gravitational dance 
with both Neptune and the Sun. Ju- 
piter plays host to several Trojan as- 
teroids. 

"Neptunian Trojans were long 
suspected to exist and it is gratifying 
to finally know that they do," said 
Eugene Chiang of the University of 
California at Berkeley 

Cool Facts about 
Neptune

Voyager 2 passed Neptune 
in 1989 and showed it to possess a 
deep-blue atmosphere, with rapidly 
moving wisps of white clouds. Also 
evident was a Great Dark Spot, rather 
similar in nature to Jupiter's famous 
Great Red Spot. 

Recent observations of 
Neptune using the Hubble Space 
Telescope suggest that the Dark Spot 
seen by Voyager 2 has dissipated; yet 
has apparently been replaced by 
another. 

The atmosphere of Neptune 
is apparently composed chiefly of 
hydrocarbon compounds. 

Based on the rotation rate of 
its magnetic field, a rotation rate of 
16.1 hours has been assigned to 
Neptune. Voyager 2 also revealed the 
existence of at least three rings 
around Neptune, composed of very 
tine particles.

Neptune has 11 known 
moons [the most recent three were 
announced in January 2003]. One of 
them, Triton, has a tenuous 
atmosphere of nitrogen and at nearly 
1,700 miles (2,740 kilometers) in 
diameter is larger than Pluto. Because 
Triton is moving in a retrograde orbit 
— backward in relation to the 
planet's spin — there has been some 
suggestion that Neptune may actually 
have captured it in the distant past. 
Astronomers with access to a 
telescope of 12 inches or more might 
even be able to get a glimpse of 
Triton, very close to Neptune itself 

Odd Discovery 

Neptune's discovery came 
about from long-term observations of 
Uranus. It seemed to astronomers that 
some unknown body was somehow 
perturbing Uranus' orbit. 

In 1846, two astronomers, 
Urbain J.J. Leverrier (1811-1877) of 
France and John Couch Adams 
(1819-1892) of England 
independently were working on this 



problem. Neither knew what the 
other was doing, but ultimately, both 
men figured out the probable path of 
the supposed object that was 
disturbing the orbit of Uranus. Both 
believed that the unseen body was 
then in the constellation of Aquarius, 
the Water Carrier. 

Adams was a student at 
Cambridge University, England, and 
he sent his results to Sir George Airy 
( 1 80 1 - 1 892), the Astronomer Royal , 
with specific instructions on where 
to look for it. 

For some unknown reason 
Airy delayed a year before starting 
the search. 



In the meantime, Leverrier 
wrote to the Berlin Observatory 
requesting that they search in the 
place he directed. Johann Galle and 
Heinrich d'Arrest at Berlin did 
exactly as instructed and found the 
new planet in less than an hour. 

Interestingly, in the year 
2010 Neptune will have completed 
one full trip around the Sun since its 
discovery. 

Galileo Almost found Neptune 

A strange fact about 
Neptune is that it was very nearly 
discovered by none other than 
Galileo with his crude telescope more 
than 21/2 centuries earlier 

It was while observing 
Jupiter and its system of four large 
satellites on Dec. 28, 1612 that, in the 
same field of view, Galileo 
unknowingly recorded Neptune as an 
eighth magnitude star 

Just over one month later on 
Jan. 27, 1613, Galileo recorded two 
stars in his telescope field, one of 
which was Neptune. The next night 
when he looked again, he noted that 
the two stars seemed farther apart. If 
he had only continued to keep watch 
in the following nights he would have 
almost certainly would have realized 
that one of the "stars" was indeed 
moving. 

But Galileo should not be 
faulted for not recognizing Neptune, 
for later observers stumbled across 
it without realizing what it really was, 
too. Among them was the skilled 
French astronomer, Lalande (1795); 
the English astronomer, John 
Herschel (1830); and the Scottish 
astronomer. Von Lamont, just days 
before Neptune was actually 
discovered in 1846. All thought it was 
nothing more than an ordinary star. 

And yet, if only Galileo had 
followed through with his 
observations, the eighth planet would 
have been discovered before the 
seventh ! 
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
